TIME TO PLAY BALU 


Wrigley Field deal is done 
(again), and M-Rahm wants 
the Cubs to get to work

The Chicago City Council had barely finished giv- 
ing the Cubs additional freedom to expand Wrig- 
ley Field and schedule night games Wednesday 
when Mayor Emanuel delivered a message to the 
Ricketts family: It’s time to break out the jack- 
hammers already 

“They need to get started, and I was clear and un- 
ambiguous with the ownership about that even pri- 
or to today’s City Council actions,” the mayor said. 

Emanuel added a high-profile voice to what 
many at City Hall and more than a few Cubs fans 
who suffered through brutal back-to-back seasons 
have wondered since the team won broad city ap- 
proval in July for a $300 million face-lift for the 
aging, historic ballpark. Cubs brass has indicated 
that improvements on the baseball side are tied 
to additional money coming in from the stadium 
project— but, well into the off season, the work 
hasn’t started. 

The holdup is Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts’ 
insistence that the owners of nearby rooftop clubs 
with lucrative views into the ballpark agree not to 
sue the team over sightlines that might be blocked 
by the digital billboard or a “see-through” advertis- 
ing sign planned for right field. Team officials also 
note they haven’t received approval for a liquor 
license in a plaza that’s part of a $200 million revi- 
talization outside the stadium. 

“We are excited to have the opportunity to move 
forward, and we’re anxious to start work,” Cubs 
Vice President Mike Lufrano said after Wednes- 
day’s votes. “We know there are a couple of issues 
that we’re trying to work through with the roof- 
tops, and we’ve had good discussions. We’re hope- 
ful that we’ll be able to reach a conclusion soon 
and get in the ground and start working.”

ance the often-competing interests of Wrigleyville 
residents, rooftop club owners and the Ricketts fam- 
ily— that conclusion can’t come too soon. 

“I emphasize that the Cubs need to start to 
work as soon as possible,” Tunney told fellow al- 
dermen. “I think the time that we’ve exhausted 
some of the patience of my colleagues, certainly 
my neighborhood groups.” 


WHAT THE CUBS GOT 

On Wednesday, aldermen voted to allow the Cubs to put up an arch with advertising over 
Clark Street between the hotel across the street from Wrigley and the plaza slated for a tri- 
angular parcel just west of the park. The team also will be allowed to play up to 43 regular- 
season night games, instead of the 46 approved in June, but with more flexibility to shift day 
games to night games without prior approval. They also will be allowed to push the exterior 
right field wall back 15 feet, cutting out street parking on Sheffield Avenue, and the left-field 
wall back 16 feet, eliminating street parking on Waveland Avenue. To compensate for about 
58 lost spaces, the team will provide free parking to neighborhood residents in nearby lots.

Jay Cutler is broken— 
and not worth fixing 


The NFL broke a 
leaguewide scoring 
record last week, as 
all 32 teams combined 
for 859 points. And 
the gaudiest quarter- 
back stat line wasn’t 
put up by Peyton 
Manning, Tom Brady 
or Drew Brees. 

34-year-old Josh 
McCown, the man 
with five other NFL 
teams in his rearview 
mirror, totaled five touchdowns and com- 
pleted 75 percent of his passes in a stadium 
cold enough to turn beer into slush. Some 
dude stole a fantasy football playoff win in 
your league using McCown. 

McCown has a 109.8 passer rating, third in 
the NFL. He should finish with the highest 
single-season rating in modern Bears history 
and possibly ever. (Sid Luckman posted a 
107.5 back in 1943, back before the formula 
for passer rating had been invented.) 

A gaudy performance by McCown against 
the worst defense in football doesn’t mean he’s 
the QB who will lead Chicago to the promised 
land of Games With Roman Numerals. Nor 
does this great string of games he’s played 
mean he’ll continue to perform at this level. 

But it does show that the Bears could 
throw someone like McCown into Marc 
Trestman’s offense and have success. And the 
Bears have to seriously entertain the thought 
of allowing Jay Cutler to walk away into 
Megacontractville, Population: Don’t Care.

The NFLs salary cap total will be around 
$120 million in 2014. Cutler’s cap number in 
2013 is $10,370,000, and if the Bears need to 
use the one-year franchise tag for his services 
in 2014, it’ll be more than $17 million. 

That’s almost one-seventh of their cap 
room for one player— a player who’s played 
all 16 games only once in five years. A player 
whose production has been instantly outdone 
by a journeyman backup quarterback. That’s 
too steep a price to pay when so many holes 
need patching on the Bears’ leaky defense. 

I wish the Bears had given Cutler a better 
offensive line earlier. And I wish Cutler would 
agree to a three- or four-year deal worth about 
what he’s receiving right now But he’ll proba- 
bly get offered stupid money from a franchise 
more desperate than the Bears (hello, Tennes- 
see!), and Phil Emery should resist the urge to 
overpay him. As I wrote in the preseason, 2013 
was a make or break year for Cutler. 

Jay broke.

Whether you’re 
shopping at a small wine boutique 
(see our sidebar of new shops) or 
grabbing a bottle from the grocery 
store, there’s no reason to feel lost 
among the shelves. These lo point-

Get in the right frame 
of mind. “Realize that 
buying wine is all about 
— ^ pleasure,” Baker said. He 
acknowledges that shelves can 
seem overwhelming, but said 
that approaching them with an 
open, happy mind will make the 
process easier. “If you come at 
it from the mindset of This is all 
about fun,’ then you shouldn’t run 
into too many failures.” 


Shop smaii. If possible, 
visit a store where staff 
can answer your ques- 
tions. “What you sacri- 
fice at convenience places is the 
experience of someone to guide 
you,” Baker said. “If it’s a good 
place, people will ask you ques- 
tions. They can guide you toward 
things you might end up really 
liking.” 


3 Go to tastings. What’s 
the best way to learn 
about wines you’ll love? 
Tasting them. Some 
shops offer free, informal tast- 
ings or classes, which are a great 
way to become familiar with new 
bottles in a low-pressure environ- 
ment. (See our sidebar for new 
wine shops with tastings.) 


A Look beyond the label 
/ art. Yes, that penguin/ 

Z. zebra/owl is ador- 

able, but it tells you 
little about what’s in the bottle. 
Instead, Baker suggests, look at 
alcohol levels and grape varieties, 
both of which should be printed 
on the front, back or side of the 
label. After tasting a few styles, 
you’ll find a grape or region that 
you like. 








VALUE REDS 


France: wines from the 
Southern Rhone and 
Languedoc regions 



Use your words. “The 
language of wine tends 
to be one of its greatest 
roadblocks,” Baker said. 
When talking to a store’s staff, try 
describing why you like a wine, 
keeping in mind that there’s no 
wrong vocabulary. Think about 
adjectives such as “hearty,” “ripe,” 
“earthy,” “fruity,” “spicy,” etc. 


6 Think food. Whether 
or not you’ll be drinking 
the wine with a meal is 
one of the most impor- 
tant considerations when choos- 
ing a bottle. With food. Baker 
recommends asking for a rustic, 
earthy wine. For sipping solo, 
he recommends warm, densely 
fruited varieties. 


I 7 Talk money. The wine 
/ shop is not the place 
/ to be shy about your 
/ budget. “Be forthright 
about what you want to spend,” 
Baker said. “The person who’s 
helping you wants you to be 
comfortable.” 




8 Think importer, not 
vineyard. If you’re not 
familiar with every wine- 
maker under the sun- 
and no one Is-you can look for 
the importer label (usually on the 
back of the bottle) that indicates 
the middleman between the vine- 
yard and the retailer. Importers 
are like curators for wines grown 
abroad, and Baker said some 
are known to be “100 percent 
reliable.”

When Tinley Park Mayor Ed Zabrocki

Officials at Andrew High School declined 
this summer to allow MTV’s cameras on cam- 
pus, principal Bob Nolting said. 

MTV spokeswoman Melissa Barreto de- 
clined comment on local officials’ chilly re- 
ception to the show, which chronicles a five- 
to seven-month period in a teenager’s life 
“as she navigates the bumpy terrain of ado- 
lescence, growing pains, rebellion, and com- 



ing of age” while pregnant, according to the 
series’ website. 

For Zabrocki the show presents “a bad im- 
age.”

One moment can bring a whole film into focus

There is usually one scene in the making of 
a film-either during shooting or sometimes 
later in the editing bay-that brings the story 
together, sets the tone or bonds the director 
with the crew. Five directors with pictures out 
this year talked about just such a moment with 
their films. 

Paul Greengrass, “Captain Phillips” 
“Where the pirates come on the bridge-that’s 
a very important scene because it’s vital to 
convey what these young men are about. 
They’re heavily armed, they’ll stop at nothing, 
they’re trying to get money. I wanted to make a 
film that was about modern-day piracy and to 
convey what it felt like to be in a container ship 
crew being taken by pirates. The look on [Tom 
Hanks’] face is unbelievable shock when they 
climb up the side of the ship and he realizes 
he’s lost his ship.” 


Ryan Coogler, “Fruitvale Station” 

“The really important scene for me was the 
first day we began shooting. It was the first 
day I was making a feature, the first day with 
the crew, and it was a flashback where Oscar 
[Michael B. Jordan] and his girlfriend have 
some time alone in her grandmother’s house 
and they talk. It was a really important scene in 
their arc, and I was really proud of how every- 
one handled it. Even in the editorial process, 
one of the editors flagged that scene as being 
really on and together, and I was proud at how 
it came out.” 

John Lee Hancock, “Saving Mr. Banks” 
“We wanted to set up P.L. Travers [Emma 
Thompson] as the proper British woman, com- 
ing to Los Angeles where everything is too 
bright and sunny. Walt Disney is bright and 
sunny, and everything is too hot for her in Los 
Angeles. So we had to set those attitudes from 
the point of not only where we shot but how we 


shot the scenes, and make it indicative of her 
character, so we had to get that correct right off 
the bat-when she first gets off the plane.” 

Nicole Holofcener, Enough Said” 

“The first or second date between James’ 
[Gandolfini] and Julia’s [Louis-Dreyfus] char- 
acters. The first date has four parts: the line 
standing outside, then in the restaurant, the 
yogurt place and then they’re in the car. That 
sequence tells a lot about what could happen 
in this movie and the tone it could take on, so 
we had to get that right.” 


Ben Stiller, 

“The Secret Life of Walter Mitty” 

“For us, the core dilemma was with the 
fantasies. Walter has these fantasies as he 
goes through his day, and it was challeng- 
ing to keep the forward momentum of the 
movie, then take these left turns into fanta- 
sies, even though they were an important 
part of his character development. So we 
had to figure out how to edit those fanta- 
sies to feel like they were supposed to be 
there and weren’t chopping up the story.”

*12 Years,’ ‘The Butler* 
snag SAG nominations

LOS ANGELES The actors who portrayed 
the brutality of American slavery in the film 
“i2 ^ars a Slave” won the most nominations 
for Screen Actors Guild awards Wednesday 
giving the movie momentum in the run-up to 
the Oscars. 

“i2 ^ars a Slave,” based on the real-life 
story of Solomon Northup, garnered nomi- 
nations in four of SAG’s five film categories, 
including the organization’s top award, best 
ensemble cast. British actor Chiwetel Ejiofor, 
who plays the free black man sold into slavery 
on Louisiana plantations, was nominated for 
best actor. 

And in another endorsement of film on 
American black history, the Hollywood ac- 
tors group revived the awards fortunes of the 
civil rights drama “Lee Daniels’ The Butler,” 
nominating it for best ensemble cast, and Lor- 
est Whitaker as the White House butler and 
Oprah Winfrey as his troubled wife in best 
actor and best supporting actress categories, 
respectively 

Rounding out the best ensemble cast cate- 
gory— a key indicator for the Oscar best pic- 
ture —were family dysfunction drama ‘August: 
Osage County;” AIDS treatment tale “Dal- 
las Buyers Club,” which also landed a total of 
three nominations; and the 1970s con-artist 
drama ‘American Hustle,” which earned two. 

The SAG awards are a key indicator during 
Hollywood’s busy awards season that culmi- 
nates with the Academy Awards, which will be 


handed out in March, because actors make up 
one of the largest voting groups for the Oscars. 
Winners of SAG awards will be announced in 
a ceremony in L.A. on Jan. 18. 

The SAG nominations underscored the 
big year for black and race-themed films 
and for black filmmakers like Lee Daniels 
and Steve McQueen, the British director of 
“12 Years a Slave.” 

“Perhaps they’ve come about because with a 
black president in the White House, it’s some- 
how easier to talk about these subjects than 
it was before,” said Scott Loundas, chief film 
critic at Variety 

The nominations also reflected a predilec- 
tion for intimate films made with small bud- 
gets. “Dallas Buyers Club,” starring Matthew 
McConaughey as a straight rodeo cowboy 
fighting for access to AIDS treatment, was 
made for a mere $5 million, while “12 "^ears a 
Slave” came in at less than $20 million. That 
contrasts with blockbuster action films that 
often cost more than $100 million. 

SAG also announced nominations for best 
television performances of the year, giving 
best ensemble cast nods to best drama Lmmy 
winner “Breaking Bad,” along with “Board- 
walk Empire,” “Downton Abbey” “Game of 
Thrones” and “Homeland.” 

The upstart in television, streaming com- 
pany Netflix, garnered three nominations for 
its new original programs, political thriller 
“House of Cards” and ‘Arrested Develop- 
ment.”

AMC’s critics’ darling has already won two 
SAG awards for its ensemble cast, but as 
the series heads toward its final episodes, 
it appears to have been muscled aside by 
younger upstarts. The drama failed to get 
any SAG nominations this year, not even 
for its ensemble. 

Oscar Isaac, 

‘Inside Llewyn Davis’ 

Joel and Ethan Coen’s love letter to folk 
music has been hailed by critics as one of 
their very best films. But that love didn’t 
pass to anyone in the cast from SAG, most 
notably star Oscar Isaac as struggling folk 
singer Llewyn Davis. The film was not nom- 
inated for its ensemble cast or for Isaac as 
lead actor. 



‘Orange is the New Biack’ 

Netflix made a big showing at this year’s Emmy 
Awards, and many critics have lauded “Orange Is 
the New Black’’ as the best of Netflix’s original pro- 
ductions, but all that critical love was not enough 
to land “Orange” with any SAG nominations. 
Meanwhile, fellow streamers “House of Cards” and 
“Arrested Development” picked up nominations. 

Michaei B. Jordan, 

‘Fruitvale Station’ 

Michael B. Jordan won an award for breakthrough 
actor at the Gotham Awards for his portrayal of 
Bay Area shooting victim Oscar Grant, but that 
didn’t give him enough momentum to be recog- 
nized by SAG.

Will Tamily Guy’ game 
let players kill Brian?

“Family Guy” fans soon will have another pas- 
time that fits with Peter Griffin’s preferred 
level of physical activity: a video game for mo- 
bile devices. 

Fox Digital Entertainment, the mobile con- 
tent division of 20th Century Fox, has teamed 
with San Francisco start-up TinyCo to put 
out the yet-unnamed game based on “Family 
Guy,” the irreverent animated comedy 

The game will launch early next year for 
iOS and Android smartphones and tablets, 
the companies said Tuesday TinyCo is work- 
ing with the writers from Seth MacFarlane’s 
Fuzzy Door Productions on the role-playing 
game in which players control the characters 
from the “Family Guy” hometown of Quahog, 
R.L, through various adventures. 

One of the important challenges, said An- 
drew N. Green, TinyCo’s head of business de- 
velopment, is to make sure the humor of the 
show carries into the game. 


“We want you to laugh your ass off,” he said. 
“We’re trying to pull off the humor and the dia- 
logue and the satire as much as possible. If that 
doesn’t get captured in the game in a really au- 
thentic way no one’s going to want to play it.” 

The game, which will be free to play will 
make money when users make a digital goods 
purchase off the game application. 

The companies said it will feature origi- 
nal storylines that pull elements from the 
200 -plus “Family Guy” episodes, as well as 
current events. (Foreshadowing the tone of 
the humor, a promotional photo shows Peter 
sitting on a toilet while playing on his phone.) 

The series is in the middle of its 12th sea- 
son, and a recent episode drew fans’ ire after 
killing off a main character— the talking, mar- 
tini-sipping dog Brian. The companies would 
not say whether Brian might be resurrected 
for the app. 

This isn’t the first time Fox has made a 
game or app based on one of its brands. The 


studio has put out a number of products, in- 
cluding a “Glee” karaoke app (no longer in 


service), and games such as ‘Angry Birds Rio’ 
and “The Simpsons: Tapped Out.”
